At  8:45  a.m.  EDT  on  September 
eleventh  2001,  our  world  changed 
forever.  American  Airlines  flight 
1 1  crashed  into  the  north  tower  of 

!the  World  Trade  Center  in  New 
York  City.  This  was  the  first  of  an 
onslaught  of  airborn  attacks. 
Eighteen  minutes  later  United  Air¬ 
lines  flight  175  exploded  into  the 
side  of  the  south  tower.  At  9:43 
a.m.  American  Airlines  flight  77 
hit  the  Pentagon.  At.  10:10  a.m. 
United  Airlines  flight  93  went 
down  somewhere  southeast  of 
:  Pittsburgh,  PA.  All  four  planes 
j  were  passenger  jets  hijacked  by 
the  Al-Queda  terrorist  organiza¬ 
tion  in  an  attempt  to  undermine 
America  foreign  policy. 

I  Americans  sat  glued  to  their  tele¬ 
visions  in  horror  as  the  death  toll 
rose.  American  Airlines  flight  1 1 
had  8 1  passengers  and  1 1  crew 
members  aboard;  flight  77  had  58 
passengers  and  six  crew  members 


aboard.  There  were  56  passen¬ 
gers  and  nine  crew  members 
aboard  United  Airlines  flight  1 75 
and  44  people  on  flight  93.  Over 
three  thousand  people  were  killed 
in  the  September  eleventh  attacks. 
From  the  ashes  rose  many  heroic 
men  and  women.  The  passengers 
of  Flight  93  upon  realizing  the 
mission  of  their  hijackers  took 
control  of  the  plane  and  brought  it 
down  in  the  woods  before  it  could 
claim  more  lives  elsewhere.  The 
many  brave  police  officers  and 
fire  fighters  as  well  as  members 
of  the  New  York  Port  Authority 
who  risked  their  own  lives  to  help 
those  trapped  in  the  rubble  that 
was  once  the  twin  towers  will  not 
be  soon  forgotten.
